This  course  is  designed  for 
personnel  in  the  chemical  and 
resource  industries  who  are 
interested  in  acquiring  a broad 
knowledge  of  the  factors  involved 
and  the  methods  used  to  evaluate 
ideas  and  projects  from  an 
economics  standpoint.  The 
student  will  be  exposed  to  various 
types  of  approaches  and  to  basic 
information  needs  for  such 
evaluations.  Although  intended 
for  those  directly  engaged  in 
engineering  economics,  it  will 
appeal  to  engineers  concerned 
with  the  revamping  of  processing 
facilities  and  manufacturing 
plants,  as  well  as  to  those  in 
R & D concerned  with  the 
evaluation  of  research  projects. 
Prerequisite  for  the  course  is  a 
university  degree  in  chemistry; 
chemical,  mining  or  metallurgical 
engineering;  or  other  disciplines 
engaged  in  engineering 
economics. 

The  course  will  deal  with: 

1.  Identification  and  definition  of 
scope  for  economic  studies, 
and  search  for  practical 
alternatives. 

2.  Market  Research  — what  it  is, 
techniques  employed,  informa- 
tion sources,  product  knowl- 
edge, industry  structure, 
activities  of  competitors,  price 
history,  demand  structure,  new 
trends,  problems  normally 
encountered. 


3.  Technical  and  Economic  Feasi- 
bility Studies — idea  evaluation, 
preliminary  studies,  compre- 
hensive studies,  R & D work, 
pure  research  versus  develop- 
ment research. 

4.  Economic  Evaluation — criteria 
for  evaluation,  project  life, 
capital  costs,  fixed  and  variable 
costs,  salvage  value,  contin- 
gencies, decision-making 
process,  timing  of  key  events, 
effects  of  government  regula- 
tions, profitability  analysis, 
discounted  cash  flow  analysis, 
risk  analysis  from  all  points 

of  view.
